iK neither to be- abandonecJ or deluded j 
and that your majesty will be pleased to 
institute a rigid, iiapartial, aud general in- 
4|uiry, jnto these great national misfor- 
tHnes ; into the plans upon w^ich these 
expeditions were undertalcen ; and into 
the conduct of the coiumanders to whom 
tliey were intrusted.

NEWRY MEETING. 

In oonsequence of a requisition of the 
seneschal of Newry, a meeting of the in- 
babitantsof that town took place, onTuesr 
day, the 26th of December, to consider of 
the propriety of voting an address to the 
k>rd lieutenant, on his intended progress 
through the towh. The Seneschal having 
taken the chair, he informed the meeting 
that he had received an accountfrom Lord 
J<«celin, that theDukeof Richmogd would 
pass through, and an address to hi« Grace 
was proposed. This however was objected 
te, not on the grounds of any personal dis- 
like to his Grace, but on account of his 
being one of the No Popery Administralion, 
and so decidedly and unequivocally was 
this Ibe sentiment of tiie meeting, that the 
object was abandoned, and the meeting 
was unanimously dissolved. 

If any thing can enhibit the necessity 
of inculcating sentiments of liberality on 
all occasions, the good effects may be 
fairly exemplified on the present occasion, 
as those in Newry who might have been 
induced, from various and contradictory 
lientiraents, to oppose an address pi'oposed 
by the oppositionists, have been on this 
occasion happily united, by the publica- 
tion of the liberal sentiments avowed by 
the Duke of Richmond on his late tour in 
the South. We therefore rejoice in lay- 
ing before the public any account that 
n>ay prove the good effect of persons of 
different parties coming together to con- 
sult on any public measure, for however 
their sentiments may at first be jarring and 
contradictory, yet on mature reflection 
the heated imagination will subside and 
good seuiie will prevail. Observe there- 
fore the good effects produced in the 
space of four days — As the wish to com- 
pUnient the Duke of Rirtjmond was so 
happily brought about by a wish to re- 
eebo the previous liberal sentiments ar 
vowed by his Grace. On t)ie 30th of De- 
cember a new requisition was issued in 
the morning for a meeting tu be held at 
twelve o'clock. On the Seneschal taking 
the chair, a debate of considerable lengtfi 
tooK place, the result of which was the 
unanimous adoption of the following reso- 
lutions:— 



That his Grace the Lord Lieutenant 
should be addressed on his passage through 
the town. 

That a committee of nine gentlemen 
should retire tu prepare an address. 

That it be an instruction to said com* 
mittee, that the determination of the town 
in favour of Catholic Emancipation 
should, in express words, or by uuequi,. 
vocal allusion, form a part ot said ad- 
dress. 

After the adjournment of an hwir, the 
aggriegate meeti/i^g was resunved, and the 
address proposed by the committee was 
unanimously adopted, to foe presented on 
behalf Qftbe inhabitants of the town, by 
Robert Thompson, esq. Seneschal. 6i( 
the 3d of January, the address was ac- 
cordingly presefited to the Duke of Ricli- 
mond : —

We, his Majesty's loyal and faithful 
subjects, the inhabitants of Newry, ani> 
mated with a gratefnl sense of the hap- 
pijiiess we,enjo)r under your mild, just a.n,<l 
e<}ual administration, humbly beg leave 
tb'ough our Seneschal, to offer tu your 
Grace our warm and sincere congratula- 
tinns on your arrival in this town. We 
rejoice in the opportunity of testifying our 
inviolable attachment to our belove4 
King, his family and government, and 
of expressing our ardent wish that he may 
long continue to reign over a fiee, happ^ 
and united people. — In proportion as ne 
entertain a just veqeratioo tpr our b^fored 
acd aged njgnarch, and a due regard fqt 
our invaluable liberties, we contemplate 
with seriousness the awful hazard in !vhich 
both n)ay become involved, by fhe accu- 
mulated power of the enemy ivitb ivhon) 
we are engaged ; but though impressed 
with the greatness of the contiest, with the 
immense value of that for which w'e con- 
tend, we look witho^). dismay to the issue. 
Our first great hgpe is in the protecting 
mercies of an all ruling ProrideiRe ; and 
as far as all human means can be relied 
on, we depend upon the undoubted valour 
of our fleets and armies. The wisdom of 
our Sovereign and of his Council, will, we 
trust, remove all cause c*! jealousy and all 
source of divislpn in his empire. In an 
united people enjoying a perfect conimu- 
nity of rights ; feeling the value of eq'jal 
lavs justly adniini,stcied; attached to the 
dear affections of their homes, associated 
in the spirit of valour and uf loyulty, there 
will be found that strength which is alone 
comiuensurate to the crisis. 

THE duke's ANSVVER. 
CEltTLEMED, 

1 return you my sincere thanl(s for your 
congratulations un my arrival in your 
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town, and for your «xpre6sions of invio- 
lable sittachment to our beloved Sovereign, 
bis family and government. In the ar- 
duous contest in which we are engaged, I 
have with you the firmest reliance on the 
valour of oiir fleets and armies — and on 
considering the magnitude of tlie objects at 
stake, I trust we may also rely on the 
exertionsof all classes for the preservation 
of our invaluable constitation, and in de- 
fence of our King and Country. 

THE KING'S SPEECH. 

The speech pronounced iji his majesty's 
name, on opening the session is, in sub- 
btance ;— 

" That the commissioners have it in 
command from his majesty to express his 
iiiajesty's deep regret, that the exertions 
of the Emperor of Austria against the vi- 
olence of France had proved unavailmgi 
and that his imperial majesty had been re- 
duced to the necessity of abandoning the 
contest, and concluding a disadvantageous 
peace. Though the war was entered upon 
oy the Emperor of Austria, without any 
concert with his majesty ; yet his majes- 
ty had thought it right to make every ef- 
fort for Ihe assistance and support of his 
imperial majesty, when engaged in the 
coutpst so far as was consistent with a 
due support of the powers in alliance with 
Jiis majesty, and with a due regard to the 
safety and inteiest of his majesty's domi- 
nions. His majesty's attention bad been 
attracted to the enemy's naval armaments 
and establishments in the Scheldt, which 
it had been thought proper to destroy, as 
veil because thty were becoming daily 
more formidable to his majesty's domin- 
ions, as because an attack upon themwould 
have the eflett of withdrawing part of the 
enemy's forces on the Danube, or divert- 
ing the troops intended for that destina- 
tion ; while it would at the same time rouse 
the (Spirit, and confirm the vigour and re- 
solution of the Austrian government and 
people, and animate the general resistiince 
of those opposed to tut common emmy. 
These considerations had determined his 
majesty to employ his forces on an expe- 
dition to the Stthtldt j and, although tiie 
principal ends of that expedition bad not 
heen attained in the exIeMt that was con- 
fidently hoped, yet advantages very ma- 
terial to the prosecution of the war had 
accrued with success against the enemy, 
andwithsafetyto his majesty's dominions., 
by the destruction of the enemy's docks 
and arsenals at Flnshing, which had been 
accomplished in consequence.of the reduc- 
tion of the island of Walcheren by the va- 
lour of his majesty's fleets and armies. H»& 
lUdjesty li»d given dirisptious to lay bfclure 



his parliament the documents requisite 
to afford satisfactory information ou the 
subject of this expedition. 

" His majesty had given it in command, 
to notify that Sweden had determined to 
make peace with France. His majesty, in 
his intercourse with that power, had uni- 
formly impressed that the continuance of 
the war was to depend on the result o,f 
the consideration of his or her own objects 
and situation. While, therefore, his ma- 
jesty felt regret that Sweden had been 
compelled to purchase peace by great sa- 
crifices, it was a consolation to him, that 
she could not complain of being subjected 
to these sacrifices by his majesty's inter- 
ference, or with a view to bis interest. It 
is his majesty's earnest wish, that no event 
should occur to disturb the relation? of a- 
mity subsisting between him and that 
power. 

" The commissioners have it further in 
command from his majesty to inform his 
piirhainent, that the tfTorts made for the 
deliverance of Portugal, aided l>y the con- 
fidence the Prince Regent had reposed in 
his majesty, and the co-operation of the 
local government of that country bad been 
successful in expellingthe French from it j 
and that the forces which had accomplish, 
ed that object, had afterwards, under the 
command of Lord Viscount Wellington, 
gained a glorious victory at Talavera, 
which checked the progress of the French 
in Spain. The Spanish government, gov- 
erning in the name, and by the authority 
of Ferdinand VII- had, in con.^equence 
of this victory, been enabled to make 
more eHectual provisions for the de- 
fence of the country ; and bis majes- 
ty trusted, that the approaching assem- 
blage of the Cortes, would infuse fresh vi- 
gour into the country, and enable the peo- 
ple to maintain with spirit the contest for 
their independence. His majesty was 
satisfled it wonld be felt to be an object of 
most important consideration to aid and 
supply, by our continued eflbrts, thestiug. 
giethus maintained for the independence 
of Spain, and he trusted to the support of 
his parliament for that object. 

'' The negociations betwe«n his majes. 
ty's minister to the United States of Ame- 
rica had been suddenly interrupted, in a 
manner that was to Ije lamented j but his 
majesty had received from the American 
minister in this country the strongest as- 
surances of a disposition to maintain the 
relations of peace and amity; a disposition 
which should be met with a corresponding 
inclination on the part of his majesty. 

" To the gentlemen of the bouse of com. 
yaoas, the commissioners had it in com- 
tttand tu say, that the estimates of the
